had the experience of carrying on a 
conversation with ourself. 
"I once knew a m an who would 
talk out loud to himself as he would 
walk dow'n the street. His im agina­ 
tion was so strong th at he would 
even act out his conversation. 
It 
was not uncommon to see him ‘sh ad ­ 
ow 
boxing’ 
or 
‘picking 
grapes’ 
from some im aginary grapevine. We 
do at times associate the habit of 
talking to oneself with some sort of 
m ental illness, but that habit is not 
altogether indicative of such ch ar­ 
acteristics. 
"A now' famous clergyman estab­ 
lished the habit of reciting ‘the cen­ 
turies’ out loud while he would be 
.shaving before the m irror in his 
dorm itory while a student. 
It Is an 
old Chinese custom to recite one’s 
lessons out loud. Dr. George Albert 
Butzer tells of a school chum of his 
who saluted himself every m orning 
as he got up and who wrote letters 
to himself when his best girl failed 
to write to him. 
He would walk 
through the woods and talk to the 
birds and the trees. 
‘At least’ he 
said, ‘I am in good company.’ 
"Doctor Coue a few years ago a d ­ 
vocated the slogan ‘th at one should 
repeat out loud. ‘Every day in every 
way I am getting better and bet­ 
ter.’ 
“Just plain talking to yourself has 
its advantages. It was the case with 
a ‘scout’ called the Prodigal Son. He 
had received his share of the inher­ 
itance and had gone out to spend 
it in riotous living. 
W hen he came 
to himself, he began to talk to him ­ 
self in this wise. 
‘How many hired 
servants of my father’s have bread 
enough and to spare, and I perish 
with hunger. I will arise and go to 
my father and will say unto him, 
Father I have sinned against lieaven 
and before thee, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son: make 
me as one of thy hired servants.— 
And he arose and went to his fa ­ 
ther.” 
"This boy should have talked to 
himself 
long before 
he 
did. 
A 
healthy self-criticism is a good thing 
now and then. 
There was once a 
boy who stopped In at the com er 
drug store to use a pay telephone to 
call his boss in this wise. 
Said the 
boy to his employer, "I am calling 
up to see if you need a good clerk 
to work for you.’ ‘No.’ said the em ­ 
ployer, ‘I already have a reliable 
boy working for me.’ 
‘T hank you,’ 
said the boy. ‘I am that boy. I am 
just checking up on myself.’ 
"If we are to fulfill that part of 
the Scout oath which says: ‘To keep 
myself physically strong, m entally 
awake, and morally straight’ we had 
better check up on ourselves with 
a little self-exam ination a little bit 
of talking to ourself. 
"Self-confidence and self-respect 
can be established if we but check 
up on ourselves occasionally. 
The 
Prodigal Son in his soliliquy, real­ 
ized his predicam ent and with peni­ 
tence returned to his father. 
I will 
arise and go to my father.’ 
How 
necessary it is for us to do this 
very thing. 
We need to go to the 
Fattier of all fathers. 
And like 
Christ, increase in wisdom and sta t­ 
ure and in favor with God and 
m an.”

TREASURY HAS 
4-POINT PLAN TO 
AID BUSINESS 


Washington, May I (AP)—Tile 
Treasury wras disclosed by well­ 
informed legislators today to have 
drafted a comprehensive four-point 
program to eliminate taxes criticized 
as “business deterrents.” 
The lawmakers outlined the pro­ 
gram as follows: 
1. Elimination of the present un­ 
distributed profits, capital stock, 
and excess profits taxes. Substitu­ 
tion of a flat-rate corporation in­ 
come levy of not more than 22 
percent. 
2. Reduction in higher-bracket 
personal income taxes from a maxi­ 
mum of 75 percent to a maximum 
of 60 percent. 
3. Authorization for corporations 
to carry over tax credits for losses 
for three years instead of one. 
4. Modification 
of the 
capital 
gains tax in an effort to encourage 
investment. 
The legislators 
indicated 
that 
President Roosevelt had approved 
the entire program except the pro­ 
posed reduction in upper-level in­ 
come taxes. Secretary Morgenthau 
probably will discuss that idea with 
film before talking to the house 
ways and means committee next 
w'eek. 
Tile suggested tax reduction w'ouid 
not affect incomes under $5,000 a 
year. 


ROOSEVELT SAYS 
N. Y. FAIR HELPS 
PEACE IN WORLD 


New York, May I 
(AP)—New 
York’s 
$160,000,000 
World’s 
fair, 
w'hich took three years to build, is 
here at last. 
Tile greatest international 
ex­ 
position 
in 
history—two 
square 
miles of Long Island embracing 300 
gleaming 
buildings. 50 miles 
of 
roads and 35,000 employes—opened 
« 
its gates Sunday to several hundred 
thousand visitors. 
President 
Roosevelt 
headed 
a 
kaleidoscopic program of inaugural 
ceremonies, coming down from Hyde 
Park to proclaim the fair a token of 
America’s spirit of friendship and 
peace toward all the world. 
He spoke before 
about 40,000 
special guests from a huge wooden 
stand on the steps of tile $3,000,000 
federal building which heads the 
fair’s main avenue. “Constitution 
Mall,” and dominates the “Court of 
Peace” formed by the imposing 
pavilions of a dozen nations. 
At noon, two hours before, the 
fair's first ceremony took place in 
the dedication of the huge inter­ 
denominational “Temple of Reli­ 
gion” by leaders of several faiths. 
There followed a parade dowm the 
mall with 25.000 announced parti­ 
cipants—Army, Navy. Marines, pol­ 
ice, fair workers and foreign groups 
in an eye-filling array of variegated 
costumes. 
After the President’s address and 
speeches by Grover Whalen, the 
fair’s dapper, top-hatted $100,000- 
a-year chief, Mayor Florello La 
Guardia, 
and 
Governor 
Herbert 
Lehman, the throng of visitors 
scattered throughout the grounds 
for a multiplicity of other activities. 
In his 15-minute speech, broad­ 
cast throughout the world 
and 
televised—the first time an Amer­ 
ican President has been “seen” over 
the air — FYesident Roosevelt re­ 
viewed the details of Washington’s 
inauguration and the rise of the 
United States commenting that “no 
other form of government has re­ 
mained unchanged So long an<T 
seen, at the same time, any com­ 
parable expansion of population or 
of area.” 
He called attention to the San 
Francisco Golden Gate exposition 
as providing “a view* of the amazing 
development of our*far west.” 
The extensive foreign participa­ 
tion in the New York fair, he said, 
“is a gesture of friendship and good 
will toward the United States for 
which I render grateful thanks.”
